A PILLOW of beautiful roses was placed 
on the desk of Congressman Matson, re- 
cently nominated for Governor of In- 
diana, on the 28th. 

Mrs. Louise Hept was burned to death 
on the 28th, near Bath, N. Y., by her cloth- 
ing ignting from a brush-burning fire. 

THE twelve-year-old son of Charles 
Snyder, of Grove City, Pa., in retaliation 
for being chastised by his mother, en the 
28th, went to the stable and hanged him- 
self. 

MICHAEL FEEHAN, aged nineteen, and 
Michael O’Donnell, aged twenty-one 
years, were each sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary at Sing Sing for thirty years for 
burglary by Judge Martine, in New York, 
on the 30th. 

BurFaLo, N. Y., reported navigation 
fully opened on the 30th. 

TESTIMONY adduced at the examination 
of the notorious Aune O’Delia Diss De- 
bar, in the New York Court of Special 
Sessions, on the 30th, tended to prove that 
the woman was the daughter of Lola 
Montez. 

A party of escaped prisoners took pos- 
session of a mosque in Damanhour, near 
Alexandria, Egypt, on the 29th. The po- 
lice surrounded the mosque, anda des- 
perate conflict ensued. Fifteen convicts 
were killed and two wounded. The po- 
lice lost four men killed and wounded. 

A REPORT from Tangier, on the the 30th, 
says: ‘The Sultan of Morocco hesitates 
to submit to arbitration the dispute be- 
tween his government and the United 
States regarding the imprisonment at 
Rabat of persons under the American 
Consular protection. Mr. Lewis, the 
American Consul, is awaiting further or- 
ders from Washington.” 

Mrs. Bup BarR.ey, of Coshocton, O., 
placed a lighted pipe in her pocket, on the 
29th, from which her clothing ignited, 
burning her to death.

THE recent announcement of the en- 
gagement between Hon. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, of England, and Mary, the daughter 
of Secretary Endicott, was denied by the 
family of the latter on the 30th. 

SENATOR FRYE, of Maine, on the 30th, 
introduced a proposed amendment 
to the Post-Office Appropriation 
bill appropriating $400,000 for South 
and Central American mail _ subsi- 
dies. to ocean steamers of American 
ownership and construction. 

THE schooners William G. Lewis, from 
Newport News to Boston; Henry S. Cul- 
ver, Baltimore to Boston; John F. Mor- 
row, Baltimore to Providence, and the 
Rachael Collins, Norfolk to Philadelphia, 
seen off the coast just previous to the late 
great blizzard, have been given up for 
lost,together with their crews, numbering 
over fifty men in all.

ATERRIZLE tragedy occurred at Jack- 
son, Miss., on the Ist, the principals to 
which were Gen. Wirt Adams, postmaster, 
and Mr. John Martin, editor of the New 
Mississippian. Both were killed. 

Tre Union Labor State Convention of 
Arkansas on the Ist instructed delegates to 
the National Convention to vote for J. A. 
Streeter, of Illinois, for President, and T. 
V. Powderly, for Vice-President. The Con- 
vention nominated W. K. Duval, of Pu- 
laski, for Chief Justice, and G. W. Terry, 
of Nevada, for Secretary of State. 

THE decrease in the public debt during 
the month of April was $9,300,000. 

TuE Comptroller of the Currency bas de- 
clared a second dividend of 20 per cent. in 
favor of the First National bank of Pine 
Bluff, Ark. 

Tue President on the 30th sent to the 
Senate the nomination of Melville W. 
Fuller, of Chicago, to be Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court. 

A PEANUT TRUST was formed at Norfolk, 
Va., on the 39th, embracing firms engaged 
jn the peanut trade in St. Louis, Cincin- 
nati, New York and Norfolk, Petersburg 
and Smithville, Va. A president and 
board of directors have been elected. 

Tue Postmaster General on the 30th sent 
a communication to the Senate that showed 
there were 1601 cities in the Union whose 
postoffice receipts in some one of its-past 
three years equaled $3,000. Of these sev- 
enty-eight already had public buildings. 
Ternesesee has but sixteen suck cities. 

THERE was sleighing in Sioux Falls, Ia., 
onthe 30th on the three inches of snow 
that fell the night previous. 

DisPpatcHes from the City of Mexico 
state that six of the eight men who re- 
cently burglarized the house of Mr. Bril- 
lianti and secured $75,000 have been cap- 
tured, and $50,000 of the stolen money has 
been recovered. 

AFTER three days of rain it began snow- 
ing at St. Paul, Minn., op the 29th. Spe- 
cials from St. Peter, Minn., Yankton and 
Canton, Dak., report a damp snow at those 
places. This is the latest snow of any 
spring for five years in South Dakota. 

WuILe the Cherokee authorities were 
attempting to arrest Jack Hawk and Bill 
Beaver, two celebrated outlaws, they re- 
sisted and were shot dead after a long 
fight from behind a barricade of horses. 
They were two desperate characters, and 
had long been wanted for murders cover- 
ing a series of years. 

OKTIBBEHA COUNTY, Miss., on the 28th 
failed to vote $15,000 of her bonds to aid in 
the extension of the Georgia Pacific. The 
citizens of Starkville are very much 
wrought up over the matt3r, and for fear 
that they will lose the road they will in 
all probability either subscribe that 
amcunt or vote another tax on the town. 








A GENUINE SURPRISE. 


Melville W. Fuller, a Shining Light of the 
Chicago Bar, Nominated as Chief-Jus- 
tice of the United States Supreme Court 
—A Clear Case of the Office Seeking the 
Man. 

_ Wasurncton, April 30.—The President 

just sent to the Senate the nomination of 

Melville W. Fuller, of Illinois, to be 

Chief Justice of the United States; Su- 

preme Court. 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—When the nomi- 
nation of Melville W. Fuller, as Chief 
Justice of the United States, reached the 
Senate, by asingular coincidence, Minister 
Phelps and Senator Gray were sitting to- 
gether on one of the sofas. The nomina- 
tion was immediately made the subject of 
general whispered conversation, and as 
far as could be ascertained the comment 
was entirely favorable to the election 
from every standpoint, Mr. Fuller’s 
qualifications and fitness being recognized 
on the Republican side of the chamber, 
while the political wisdom of the appoint- 
ment is conceded by the Democrats who 
opposed the selection of Mr. Phelps. 

Melville W. Fuller is a native of the 
State of Maine. He is in his fifty-fifth 
year; a graduate of Bowdoin college; has 
never filled nor sought an office, is a 
recognized leader of the Chicago bar, and 
has held a high place in the councils of 
the Democratic party. Early in the ad- 
ministration of Mr. Cleveland he was 
tendered the Solicitor-Generalship, and 
subsequently positions on the Civil- 
Service Commission, Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission and Pacific 
Railroad Commission, all of which 
he declined. He has been held in 
the highest regard by the President and 
has been generally indorsed by Western 
Democrats. In personal appearance Mr. 
Fuller is unusually handsome, his hair and 
moustache are silvery and his 
features clear cut and_ intelligent. 
In stature he is short and 
slight, compared with his tuture associ- 
ates onthe Supreme Bench. Mr. Fuller 
is a man of high scholarly, as well as 
legal attainments, and as an orator his 


talents have won him the title of 
the Chauncey M. Depew of the 
West. In politics he is best 


described as an old-school Democrat. He 
was loyalin feeling during the war, is a 
believer in an advanced doctrine of State’s 
rights and an advocate of simple govern- 
ment. He is amember of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, and has been promi- 
nently identified with that organization 
and conspicuous in the Cheney and other 
famous ecclesiastical trials. He is well- 
known in Washington as a practitioner 
before the Supreme Court. 

The nomination of Mr. Fuller seems to 
give general satisfaction to Democrats, 
while no unfriendly criticisms are heard 
from Republicans. 

Senator Spooner speakes in the highest 
terms of Mr. Fuller, and says he is a man 
of profound learning and eminent re- 
spectability. No opposition from Repub- 
lican Senators to his confirmation is ap- 
prehended. 

Judge Cooley, chairman of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission, wired his 
heartfelt congratulations to Mr. Fuller. 
He says the appointment is in every way 
a fit one, and that Mr. Fuller will make a 
perfect Chief-Justice.

CARL SCHURZ IN EUROPE. 


The Amnestied Exile Banqueted in Berlin 
—He Euologizes the Departed Hohen- 
zollern and Expresses Pride in the Im- 
perial Chancelor. 

BERLIN, May 1.—Hon. Carl Schurz was 
entertained at a banquet at the Hotel 
Kaiserhorf Sunday night. Many promi- 
nent Germans and Americans were pres- 
ent, including Count Herbert Bismarck. 
Professor Gneist introduced Mr. Schurz 
in an eulogistic speech, which Mr. Schurz 
replied to, that he was a simple American 
citizen of German birth. While 
German-Americans, he said, love as 
a bride the great commonwealth of 
America, there is no lessening of 
their affection for their old mother, and 
they had enthusiastically greeted the 
union of the German Fatherland under 
the leadership of the brave Hohenzollern, 
and we have also viewed with pride how 
the Imperial Chancelor has |raised him- 
self like a colossal figure in the world 
above all the statesmen of his time, plac- 
ing Germany as a star of the first magni- 
tude in the family of nations while main- 
taining peace among the peo- 
ple of Europe. The preser- 
vation of a friendly understanding be- 
tween Germany and America is dearer to 
German-Americans than anything else. 
If differences with reference to commer- 
cial interests shall occur it is hoped that 
wise measures on both sides will over- 
come them. 

Count Herbert Bismarck, in the course 
of his remarks, gave assurance of in- 
creasing endeavors on the part of the Im- 
perial Government to further the friendly 
relations of the two countries.

| Loss of the Queen of the Pacifie—The Cool- 


ness of the Officers and Discipline of the 

Crew Results in the Saving of All Hands 

—The Vessel Valued at $500,000. 

San Francisco, May 1.—The Pacific 
Coast Steamship Company’s steamer 
Queen of the Pacific, which left San Fran- 
cisco Sunday afternoon for Southern 
coast ports, arrived at Port Harford at 
half past six o’clock with her hold full of 
water. The vessel sprung a leak at 
2:30 a. m. Powerful pumps were put 
to work, but the water gained rapidly, 
and the vessel sunk in twenty feet of 
water. When the leak was discovered 
the steamer was about fifteen miles from 
port. The officers and crew prevented a 
panic among the 125 passengers aboard, 
although excitement ran high. Captain 
Alexander kept the engineers and firemen 
at their posts when they were up to their 
breasts in water. Upon nearing Port 
Harford, the passengers were lowered into 
the life boats and taken ashore. The 
escape is considered as wonderful. Cap- 
tain Alexander states that he was called 
at 2:45 a. m,, and found water pouring into 
the vessel, and immediately gave orders 
to the officers and crew to shift freight 
and make port with all speed. The water 
poured in faster than the freight could be 
shifted. The vessel was valued at $500,-

At Somerset, Ky., a few nights ago 
Manny Sidebottoms, who was convicted 
of the murder of Thomas Wilson, a vet- 
eran Federal soldier, and sentenced for 
life, barely escaped a mob. They had 
gathered, but as they were on the way to 
the jail the Methodist Church caught fire, 
and they stopped to help put it out. Mean- 
time the jailer got word, and with his 
prisoner escaped. 

A desperate cutting affray took place 
some days ago between Wm. Swift and a 
man named Dewes, neighbors, living in 
Muhlenburg County, Ky. The trouble 
grew out of an old feud, and they met in a 
secluded spot and had cut each other up 
badly before friends interfered and parted 
them. Dewes was not seriously hurt, but 
Swift’s 1ujuries are such that he can not 
recover. 

A Moutgomery (Ala.) restaurant boasts 
of a waiter who is a German baron. 

Commander-in-Chief Rea of the G. A. 
R. was banqueted at Nashville, Tenn., 
both Federal and Confederate veteraus 
participating. 

Ten practicing physicians of Bartow, 
Fla., have written a letter in which they 
state that no yellow fever cases have been 
in existence in either the town or county. 

The strawberry crop of Eastern Tennes- 
see is ripening rapidly, and the growers 
are beginningtoship. The yield promises 
to be fair. 

Fire destroyed the Louisiana Furniture 
and Coffin Manufacturing Company’s es- 
tablishment at New Orleans, entailing a 
loss of $40,000. 

The City Court of Mobile, Ala., return- 
ed a verdict giving $25,000 damages to G. 
Hall, a brakeman, who had his foot cut off 
by atrain on the Louisville & Nashville 
railroad. 

Elder L. W. Welsh, pastor of the Chris- 
tian Church at Hopkinsville, Ky., has ten- 
dered his resignation. He will go to 
Columbia, Mo., to accept a position as 
teacher there. 

James Ford, of Simpson County, Ky., 
shot and fatally wounded Jim King, the 
marshal of Adairville, a few days ago. 
This is the third killing in that hamlet in 
the past year. 

Tom Hanberry, Jr., formerly of Hop- 
kinsville, Ky., was shot and instantly 
killed at Australia Landing, Miss., a few 
days ago. 

The attorneys representing the $50,000 
snit of Rev. Frederick Howard against 
three newspapers of Tennessee and six- 
teen members of the First Baptist Church 
of Nashville, have withdrawn from the 
suit. They decline to give any reason. 

Chief Post-Office Inspector Gullich has 
received notice of the arrest of Theodore 
Loswell at Monroe, La., for robbing the 
Monroe post-office. 

The weather in Virginia has been very 
cold for the season, and there have been 
some heavy frosts. Great anxiety is felt 
for the fruit. Itis thought to be ruined 
in some localities. 

While an engine on the Louisville, New 
Orleans & Texas railway was backing up 
Levee street to the depot at Vicksburg, 
Miss., to pull out the south-bound passen- 
ger train a few days ago, it ran overa 
two-year-old son of Mr. Joseph Stackner, 
crushing it so that it died in afew min- 
utes. 

I. I. Dorsey, Jr., the well-known trot- 
ting-horse breeder and turf writer, fell 
dead at his farm near Louisville, Ky., a 
few days ago, aged sixty-nine. For over 
thirty years he has bred fine trotters in 
this country. He founded the Gold Dust 
family. Epaulet sold for $22,500, and was 
probably the finest horse he ever trained. 
Dorsey was an Englishman anda grad- 
uate of Oxford. 

R. F. Sullivan, of Rockingham County, 
Va., agent for J, P. Cooper, representative 
of foreign bondholders, of London, was 
recently indicted for selling Virginia 
coupons. During the term of the Circuit 
Court at Harrisburg, just adjourned, one 
hundred suits against parties for offering 
coupons in payment of State taxes were 
tried. Eighty-six judgments were ren- 
dered. 

The dwelling-house of Louis Stromans, 
near Springfield, 8. C., was burned a few 
mornings since and four of Stromans’ 
children, two boys and two girls, who 
were sleeping up-stairs, perished in the 
flames. Stronmans’ eldest son was 
frightfully burned while frantically en- 
deavoring to rescue his brothers and sis- 
ters, and will probably die. 

The business portion of the town of 
Harrellsville, in Hartford County, N. C., 
was burned a few days ago. An incen- 
diary fired the restaurant of Geo. Baker, 
and the fire quickly spread to nine stores, 
all wooden structures, and burned them 
all, as well as adwelling and the post- 
office. The loss is estimated at $75,000. 
There was considerable salvage of goods 
in the burned stores. 

Judge Key, of the United States District 
Court, at Nashville, Tenn., has sentenced 
Arthur A. Stanton to twelve months’ im- 
prisonment and a fine of $500. Stanton 
was storekeeper and gauger, and while 
watching the distillery of J. C. Barnes, of 
Putnam County, let the owner have the 
keys to the bonded warehouse for the pur- 
pose of removing several barrels of 
whisky, the profits of which were to be 
equally divided. 

Mrs. Holly Sheldon, of Graves County, 
Ky., at this writing had eaten nothing for 
fifty-six days. All this time she has been 
in apparent good health, being perfectly 
rational ali the while and suffering no 
pain up toafew days ago. She says shé 
merely lost her appetite, and has no de- 
sire toeat. The case is attracting great 
interest in the neighborhood, and medicat 
men are at a loss to account for tke 
strange affliction of the lady.

CONKLING SPEAKING ON THE ELECTORAL 
BILL IN THE SENATE. 

Stories of his cutting sarcasm are innumer- 
able. Yet he was essentially an optimist, 
and his belief in mankind grew with years. 
Some one lately asked him if he did not 
think that a certain well known lawyer had 
gokl out bis client tothe other side. ‘No, 


,sir,” said Mr Conkling, solemnly, “I have 


never looked upon the face of the lawyer 
who I believe would sell out his client. It is, 
in my opinion, the rarest crime on earth, the 
very minimum instance cf depravity. Ifthe 
case were otherwise it would, to quote an old 
judge I once admired, rob humanity of the 
last virtue that clings to degradation itself.” 

Even his wit and humor bad a character of 
exactness and classical severity. In the 
Marie Garrison suit he wat pitted against the 
eminent Joseph Choate, and the unoflicial 
record of proceedings had reached some 
thousands of pages, when Mr. Choate inter- 
rupted Mr. Conkling in the latter's address 
by saying that he (Mr. Choate) had not read 
the unofficial record. Mr. Conkling stopped 
speaking, and turned a look of mild surprise 
iu the direction of Mr. Choate, 

“Not read the unofficial record?” said Mr. 
Conkling. ‘Not scen those apples of gold in 


, pictures of silver, those gems of logic and lit- 


erature contributed by your learned asao- 
ciates¢ [| can only commiserate you. See 
Naples and die. At this holiday season, if 
my learned friend ever indulges in light and 
sentimental recreations, let him as a mid- 
night sun in the stilly night, when he can 
focus himself on it, peruse the unofficial rec- 
ord. He will rise from its contemplation a 
wiser if not a happier man.” 

During his early years in congress his 
speeches were usually quite ornate; the war 
era required and permitted more of that 
style than does the present economic period. 
Later his style was terser, as in this extract 
from his reply to the toast of “New York 
City.” 

“To speak fitly of the toast would be to say 
much. I shall say little <A city of 2,000,000 
people, an.i more in its actual belongings, a 
worki trod city, in whose streets eighty-four 
languages and dialects are spoken, an island 
which, had it not become a great city, would 
have been a great watering place, sought for 
blessing of climate and nature that make it, 
all things considered, the most favored and 
desired city in the world as a residence and 
commnercial mart. Those hear me who shall 
see here a greater population than that of Lon- 
don. I might speak of its triumphs of civilf- 
gation, of charity, of benevolence, of educa- 
tion, of religion, its victories of commerce, 
its trophies of enterprise and of business, its 
institutions, its men, its women, its broad 
humanity [eries of ‘'Good”], checkered of 
course, Liemished of course, with those 
imperfections and evils which  every- 
where in a population so vast and motley 
will exist as long as human nature is 
human and men are made of clay. All 
this, Mr. Mayor, without boasting, is the 
fitting and appropriate plea of a discourse, 
not without interest to those who share the 
feelings lL have for the state, the city and 
the people of New York.” 





ROSCOE CONKLING’S UTICA HOMB. 
Of the vanity of Senator Conkling, the 


country has probably heard enough. It had 
its pleasing side, however, and as the saying 
goes, it *‘run in the family.” His father, 
Judge Conkling, had three sons, Aurelian, 
Roscoe and Frederick. They all grew to be 
men of fine appearance an reat physica] 
strength. Aurelian was the steal of the 
brothers, being considerably over six feet. in 
height, broad shouldered, and of powerful 
build. Even in early life they were all men 
of strong character, of remarkable self- 
reliance, and inclined to be disputations, 
They were politicians before they were voters, 
and, as they never agreed about politics 
among themselves, it used to be said of them 
that they were too independent to belong to 
the same party. Aurelian acted with the 
Democracy, while Roscoe was a Whig in- 
clined toward Sewardism, and Frederick a 
“Silver Gray.” Aurelian died many years 
ago, Roscoe is at the head of the Republican 
party, and Col. Frederick A. Conkling, 


after affiliating with the Liberal Republicans, 
with the Democracy.

That his devotion to law practice is com 
plete, his opponents in many important cases 
can testify. Speaking of the necessity of 
| concentrating his attention, he once said: 

“The law is a jealous mistress, and in this 
country so vast and wide, if an attorney at- 


find that his waking hours are too much 
taken up with his business to allow him to 
devote much attention to anything else. In 
England—which, leaving out Wales, is 
about the size of New York state—e 
man can be in the house of commons 
and still can practice law, but in Amer- 
tea, where a New York lawyer is ex- 
pected to do business, not only in the 
many courts of that state, but in the neigh- 
boring states, and even in Illinois, Missouri: 
‘and California, it is simply out of the ques- 
tion for him to meddle with politics or any- 
thing else. For many years I ignored this, 
to the injury of my practice, but I assidu- 
ously refrain from attending to anything 
else but my business, One of the greatest 
proofs of the divinity and authenticity of the 
Christian religion is its survival of hypocrisy 
within and attacks upon its faith from with- 
out. So the strongest surely that our gov- 
ernment will endure is that if an administra- 
tion makes grievous blunders, as we some- 
times think, aJl the losses are made up and 
disappear in the grand avalanche of prosper- 
ity. But why do you ask me about politicst 
It would be immodest for me to attempt to 
talk about matters in business of which I 
know nothing. It is as though I should give 
a long talk about the manufacture of glucose, 
when there are hundreds of men who know a 
thousand times as much as I do about it.” 

It has been well said that Roscoe Conkling 
made but one notable mistake in politics; 
but it wasa monumental one. The attempt 
to introduce English methods into congress 
by a resignation and an “appeal to the peo- 
pie,” was such a colossal blunder that the 
first announcement of it stunned the people. 
It was a funny feature of the excitement of 
1881 that the oldest and shrewdest politicians 
were as much bewildered by the resignations 
of Senators Conkling and Platt, and as un- 
certain of the final result, as the novices. It 
is claimed that their reelection was, in a 
sense, prevented by a trick, The so-called 
“Half Breeds” in the legislature saw a little 
in advance of the ‘‘Stalwarts,” or supporters 
of the two senators, that the people were not 
pleased with the resignation, and that if 
time could be gained for members to hear 
from their constituents the defeat of the two 
for re-election could be secured.

On a bright summer morning thero 
are few pleasanter places in all Eu- 
rope than one of the great pine forests 
of Northern Russia. The whole air is 
fragrant with the rich scent of the 
woods, and stray sunbeams play peep- 
bo amid the floating shadows, and 
bright-cyed squirrels flit hither and 
thither among the trees, and birds
